Kemmerer, \Vyo„ Sept. 17.—E l e v ­ 


en tiodies have been taken from the 


Sublet mine number 5 of the Kem­ 
merer Coal company, wrecked by an 
explosion yesterday; 
twelve miners 
have been rescued alive and about 
23 remain within the workings, mlno 
officials reported this morning. 
Rescue parties are working fra n ti­ 
cally to get up the remaining men 
who nre entombed, believing 
th a t 
they may find several alive. 
Constant caving of the shattered 
walla of tho mine entrance kept res­ 
cue partlcH In peril of their lives, and 
while some of the workmen are pene­ 
tratin g the debris others are build­ 
ing barricades to stop the caving. 
None of the eleven dead tuken to 
the Kemmerer m ortuary 
had 
been 
identified this morning. 
Kvery body 
was so mangled as to make Identifi­ 
cation impossible, 
A downpour of rain which contin­ 
ued durin g the night added to the 
horror af the mouth of th e 
shaft, 
where groups of weeping women and 
children huddled together and w ait­ 


ed for further word from the depths 
of the mine. 
As the blackened and 
m ingled bod Inc. some of them b u rn ­ 


ed almost beyond recognition, were 
brought to the surface, frantic rela­ 
tives crowded around them in an ef­ 
fort to Identify tho victims. 
Government mine rescue car* and 
crews were sent here from Trinidad, 
Colo, 
With them were nurses and 
physicians 
hastily recruited 
from 
surrounding towns. 


12 MEN DUO THEMSELVES 
OUT OF A SIDE ENTRY 


Kemmerer, Wyo., Sept, 17.

twelve men who dug themselves out

Twi Ive others have been located 
in the mine tunnel, and entries, and 
twelve others had not been located 
In the mine. 
All the other bodies will probably 
lie located before the end of the day, 
off|< lulu said.

Big dynamite blasts are more and 
more frequent items of news. Charges 
of dynamite are buried deep in Hie 
face of a cliff, an electric switch is 
turned, there is a deafening roar, and 
thousands of tons of rock come cra sh ­ 
ing down. 
What, the inquriing ob­ 
server asks, produces this explosion? 
What actually happens when dyna­ 
mite explodes? 
To answer this question it is neces­ 
sary to explain 
briefly what. dyna­ 
mite is. 
Reduced to its essentials, 
dynamite is a mixture of nitroglycerin 
with wood meal and nitrate of soda 
or nitrate of ammonia, or both. 
Nitro­ 
glycerine, in turn is composed of sev­ 
eral different elements, namely, ca r­ 
bon, hydrogen, nitrogen and oxygen, 
the molecules of which are grouped 
in such a way aa to form a heavy,

Now York, Sept. 17.—When the com m ittee of the Toited Stain* Lawn 
Tennis Association, delegated to rank Hie A IHA tic an stars, m eets at the encl 
of the cu rren t season, it will have a job on its hands picking the players for 
the first IO in both classes. 

Selecting the best 
player in the m en's and women's division is no more than Hie form ality arid 
the exertion of writing William T. Tilden and Miss H e l e n W i l l s on the slip 
of paper. 
While, in an ex tre m e ( ase, the w inner of the national cham pionships 
might not be the best player in the country, there is no doubt sis to the stand­ 
ing of Tilden and Miss Wills. They are both head and shoulders above their 
elasses. 
Tilden, because of bis differences with the association officials, passed 
through a season of com parative inactivity as far as tournam ent com peti­ 
tion was concerned. 
He did a lot of playing, of course, hut before entry into 
the national tournam ent in defense of his cham pionship, he had confined bls 
game to the exhibition circuit. 
Tilden could have cinched first place on the ranking list, however, lf 
he had played only once during the season because In that one tournam ent 
he dem onstrated most convincingly that he Is not only tin' best player In 
the United States hut tin- world's » Hampton. 
After the most brilliant season of h er career, Miss Helen Wills, the 18- 
year-old national wom en’s champion, dbl even 
m o r e than Tilden to win 
first place on the ranking list. 
Her claim f o r a world's cham pionship was 
not as firmly established as that of THUen's, lait she accom plished e n o u g h 
during a busy season to make her position clear as the women's world's 
champion for the season, at least. 
The pretty, young California girl won the Olympic ami national singles 
championship.
